Says Inventor— "Z e p ­ 
pelin Neck,-’ Due to Peering Upward, 


Prevalent In British Capital. 


Information received in Amsterdam 
from an authoritative source regard­ 
ing Germany’s aerial plans throws a 
new light on the action of the London 
authorities in doing aw ay with all bril 
liai t illumination, sw eeping the skies 
at night with many searchlights and 
mounting guns to assail balloons and 
aeroplanes. 
These 
precautions 
are 
thoroughly justilied, though a bit pre­ 
mature. says the New York Times cor­ 
respondent iri Amsterdam 
W hile occasional minor raids may t»c 
made on London sooner, if Germany 
gets n tinn foothold on the channel, the 
grand aerial armada w ill not be launch­ 
ed against England ni til February at 
the earliest, for Germany will not bo 
ready till then 
“We are building 200 aeroplanes es­ 
pecially for the attack on London. 
These are of a new and extra targe 
type, capable of carrying 1,000 pounds 
of explosives in addition to the weight 
of the pilot and bomb thrower," the 
correspondent w as informed 
“These new aeroplanes will not be 1n 
commission before February 
The ill 
ere are being trained now at special 
aviation camps, and at least one of the 
Instructors was living in London as re 
cently os last spring."
